Columbus, Oct. SO.—In a prelimin­ 
a r y annual report made to Governor 
Donahey, Welfare Director John E 
Harper sets forth the year’s activities 
in his department. 
H arper’s report shows first that the 
past year was the most active from 
a building standpoint in the history 
of 
state institutions, and 
that in­ 
creased accommodations for both til.' 
insane and penal wards of the state 
have been provided. 
The operating expenses of the de­ 
partment totaled $8.105,231.17. 
This 
expense showed an increase of about 
$500 over the previous year 
This in­ 
crease, the report says, is accounted 
for by the increased population of 
state institutions. 
The daily average inmate popula 
tion of all institutions under the di­ 
rection of the welfare department In 
1024 was 25,209. or 147 greater than 
in 1923; the per capita cost was $241.- 
43 in 1924, or $1.21 less than in 1923,

The profitable utilization of prison 
labor is shown from the report of tho 
division of manufacturing and sales. 
whose sales amount to $1,337,682 dur­ 
ing the past year, as compared with 
$1,105,706 the previous year 
Production 
from

farms, 
dairies, gardens and orchards for 1924 
totaled $886 ,865.66, as compared with 
$855,212.44 in 1923. 
Director Harper’s report show's that 
the ratio of insane patients to every 
100,000 population in Ohio is approx­ 
imately 214. 
It adds: 
“There has 
been a large increase in 
insanity, 
largely due to the foreign element, 
which emphasizes the great need of 
even more stringent immigration rn 
•trictions. 
Persons aillicted with de­ 
mentia praecox comprise about 65 per j 
cent of t h e 'inmates of the hospitals’ 
for the insane." 
Harper said all state hospitals are 
overcrowded, having a patient popu­ 
lation far beyond their capacity, and

The city of Avesnes, Belgium, re­ 
cently was host to a large delegation 
of Americans, here to pay tribute to 
the birthplace of Jesse de 'Forest 
founder of New York. 
It was just three centuries ago that 
this son of Avesnes, at the time a ref­ 
ugee at Leyden with other Walloons 
who were fleeing from Spanish oppres­ 
sion, set sail for America, where he 
had planned to establish a colony. He 
died before reaching the shores of the 
I new' world, but his sons and son-in- 
law carried out the plan w hich he had 
conceived and perfected during long 
i years. 
t 
Hie Walloon emigrants, landing on 
Manhattan island at the mouth of the 
Hudson river, reared there the foun­ 
dations of a city which they culled 
Nieuwe Avesnes. 
A few years later 
Dutch colonists, more numerous tliun 
the Walloons, changed the name to 
Nieuwe Amsterdam. 
Still later the 
English again changed the name to 
New York. 
May 20 a monument recalling the 
j above incident was unveiled in Bat- 
( tery park, New York. 
This was the 
gift of the provincial council of Ital- 
naut, Belgium, and was presented to 
the American metropolis by Baron de 
(’artier, Belgian ambassador to the 
I lilted States. 
The monument w’as 
unveiled 
by 
eight-year-old 
Priscilla 
de Forest, a direct descendant of Jesse 
de Forest. 
The day following the arrival of the 
American delegation an exact replica 
of the New York monument was un­ 
veiled In the presence of a representa- 
tive of the United States government. 
On one side it bears a commemorative 
inscription and on the other an en­ 
graving of the vessel in which Jesse 
de Forest started his long voyage, sur­ 
mounted by the arms of New York 
and Avesnes.—From Le Petit Parisien

A canvass of growers in this highly 
productive region supports the con­ 
tention cl the Florida ('Urns exchange 
officials that really e(Teefive co-opcra- 
th e marketing has been made possible 
this season by expansion of the organi­ 
zation to include nearly 75 per cent 
of the state’s grove owners. 
Retail prices of Florida oranges and 
grapefruit were lowered little, if any, 
In northern spites last season, despite 
the fact that tile growers were getting 
the lowest prices in history for their 
crop. Only 30 per Cent of the growers 
were included in the exchange men** 
, bership and competition among the in­ 
dependents enabled brokers to beat 
; down prices. 
In a great many cases 
fruit was sold at a considerable loss 
in order to bring the grower some cash 
return. 
According to department of agricul­ 
ture figures last year’s Florida orange 
crop of 13,400.000 boxes will be ex­ 
ceeded by 1,000,000 boxes this winter. 
The grapefruit forecast is for 8,000,000 
boxes—a (>00,000 increase over 1023. 
The Florida grove owners are de­ 
termined that this record crop shall 
move to the tables of northern cities 
through the most economical channels. 
High standards of quality are being 
imposed upon growers and packers 
and the use of a trade marked name 
is permitted ujion fruit that conies up 
to the requirements. 
Newspaper ad­ 
vertising will he utilized 
to show 
housewives and retailers how they can 
get the most quality for their money 
by care In the selection of fruit. 
President L. C. Edwards of the ex­ 
change Is completing plans whereby a 
portion of the big crop will be shipped 
to central markets by steamers and 
barges to decrease the possibility of 
railway congestion at the height of 1 
the season. 
This form of transporta­ 
tion Is expected to assist materially 
in keeping down retail prices.
